REPORTED PLANNED 
AS TOURIST LURE 


LONDON, Feb. 23 (AP)—Plans 
to crown Queen Elizabeth in late 
August or early September — in 
time to lure an extra million 
tourist dollars this season — are

The paper said the Queen is 
expected to decide on a date 
within three weeks.

Fewer than half the planes lost 
by the United States Navy were 
shot down by the enemy, however. 
Of the 654 total, 361 were listed 
as “operational. losses.” These 
included planes which crashed in 
carrier landings. 

In the Air Force, 58 planes 
were lost in fights, 395 were shot 
down by Communist ground fire 
and 31 were lost to other causes. 
The combat losses comprised 194 
jet planes and 259 propeller- 
driven aircraft. 

Far East Air Force headquar- 
ters said Communist losses well 
may be above the 360 officially 
listed. It pointed out that many 
of the 102 enemy planes listed 
as probably destroyed and 449 
damaged well may have crashed 
before they reached their home 
bases. 

Of those definitely destroyed, 
225 were Russian-built MIG-jets.

Long-Range A-Bomb Car- 
riers Said to Have 
6500-Mile Range and 
Speed Exceeding 450 


Miles an Hour.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23 (AP)— 
The firt detailed reports reach- 
ing Washington on Russia’s new- 
est long-range bomber indicate 
‘American cities are well within 
reach of those atomic bomb car- 
riers. 

New information on the Soviet 
Type 31 bomber, glimpsed briefly 
during a Soviet air demonstra- 
ition a few weeks ago, became 
available along with fresh and 
disturbing word about the mount- 
ing strength of Russia’s jet fight- 
er and tactical air force. 


The Type 31 bomber apparently 
is powered at present with piston- 
‘type engines, but quite possibly 
may appear with faster turbo- 
prop power (a jet engine turbine 
driving a propellor) by the end of 
this year. In its present form, 
the Type 31 is described as hav- 
ing a range exceeding 6500 miles 
and a speed of more than 450 
miles an hour. 

Successor to Copy of B-29. 

It obviously is intended as a 
successor to the TU-4, which the 
Russians patterned from early 


models of the American B-29, da 


seized by them after forced land- 
ings in Siberia during World 
War II. 

Here are some reported devel- 
opments in Russian war plane 
strength: 

Two new. tactical plane types 
are in use. Type 27, a light bomb- 
er powered with twin jets, has a 
speed of more than 500 miles an 
hour and a range of about 1300 
miles, making it comparable to 
the United States B-45 light 
bomber. A type 35 appears to be 
similar in speed and other per- 
formance. Two types are being

At any rate, it is apparent that 
Soviet production now is at a 
point where Russia can spare 
hundreds of interceptor jets to 
aid its Chinese and Korean satel- 
lites while maintaining what it 
considers an adequate air defense 
for its home territory.

Explanation of Statistics. 

The explanations given for 
these lopsided statistics are: 

Although the 900 Red MIG-15s 
substantially outnumbered United 
Nations interceptor rlanes, better 
trained or more experienced 
American pilots and better gun- 
nery and aiming devices outweigh 
the numerical advantage. 

The Reds provide no iactical 
air support for their zround 
troops and have attempted little 
interdiction bombing, so they 
could lose no planes. U.N. losses 
in such operations -..ve been 
caused by ground fire. With the 
front remaining for -nonths in 
one position, the enemy knows 
the pattern of air attack and lo- 
cates his antiaircraft fire to fit it. 

The United States has not re- 
ceded from a policy about which 
it advised the U.N. more than a 
year ago: If, in event of com- 
plete collapse of armistice at- 
tempts, the Communists renew a 
ground offensive—and accom- 
pany it with air attack on U.N. 
front lines—the United States 
will be compelled to react. This 
reaction can take the form of 
attack on bases beyond the Yalu 
river used by the enemy air force. 

Air attack across the Yalu 
would be a measure .nvoked only 
under the provocation of enemy 
air blows at U.N. ground posi- 
tions, something the enemy has 
refrained from doing up to now.

He 
also said, in response to question- 
ing, that his department had am- 
ple authority, without further 
congressional action, to cut down 
waste. He said progress is be- 
ing made. 

Unaware of Pentagon Document. 

Alexander said he did not know 
of the Pentagon document ex- 
panding Air Force facilities. He 
said the Army and the Air Force 
had agreed to only a limited sep- 
aration of special functions. 

Brownson told a reporter that 
the two services agreed last July 
to separate the supply system, en- 
gineers corps, ordnance, chemical 
warfare and signal corps activi- 
ties.

Hunt Says Greenland 


Field Has Cost $100,-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23 (AP)— 
Senator Hunt (Dem.), Wyoming, 
said today the United States “is 
paying through the nose” for a 
lot of mistakes on a multi-million 
dollar program of overseas air- 
bases. 

Hunt is chairman of a Senate 
Defense Investigating subcom- 
mittee digging into charges of 
waste and extravagance in con- 
struction of secret airbases in 
North Africa and in Greenland 
near the North Pole. ; 

Public hearings are suspended 
until late next week to allow in- 
vestigators to cull through re- 
ports by experts on the overseas 
projects. 

Costly Greenland Base. 


Hunt said testimony so far in- | 


dicates that the Greenland base 
near the North Pole, known by 
the code name of “Blue Jay,” had 
cost more than $100,000,000 and 
although in good shape and now 
operating is still not completed. 

Hunt said his group also ex- 
pects to pry deeper into protests 


that French officials in Morocco, 
site of the North African bases, 
are insisting on taxing United 
States material and equipment 
shipped in for the jobs. 

Brig. Gen. J. C. Hardin of the 


Army Engineers, who are han- 
diing the airbase construction 
through private contractors, said 
he had protested to the French- 
appointed governor of Morocco 
against efforts to tax United 
States supplies and equipment. 

Hardin said the tax disputes 
now are being negotiated in Paris, 
presumably by State Department 
spokesmen. 

‘Urgent’ Tag on Bases. 

Hunt said the United States 
Chiefs of Staff put an urgent tag 
on the African bases shortly after 
the Communist invasion in Ko- 
rea in June 1950, apparently be- 
cause “the military leaders feared 
Russia might jump into Europe, 
the Middle East or Africa as the 
Communists did in Korea.” 

Lt. Gen. Lewis A. Pick, chief 
of Army Engineers, testified the 
Air Force kept this urgent label 
on the African bases from late 
1950 until December of last year, 
or unti! six months after the first 
two bases were partly complete. 

Pick disputed statements by 
Downey Rice, special attorney for 
the committee, that the original 
cost of six African bases éstimat- 
ed at $300,000,000 eventually may 
run as high as $420,000,000, 

General Angry. 

The veteran general flushed 
with anger when Rice asked what 
steps the engineer corps had 
taken to end waste and corrup- 
tion on the African projects. 

“We assume Americans are 
honest until we find they are not 
honest,” Pick said tartly. 

Pick denied there was “hap- 
hazardness in carrying out the 
program” in North Africa and 
said that when all difficulties are 
considered “I think they turned 
out a pretty good performance.” 

He said two of the rush air 
bases were able to handle Air 
Force planes last July 14 and he 
had commendations from Gen. 
Hoyt S. Vandenberg and other 
top Air Force officers on the 
project. 

Chairman Hunt said tcstimony 
convinces him that ‘‘substandard 
materials” went into some of the 
hurriedly constructed African 
bases but that when the haste 
and size of the projects are con- 
sidered there was “not too much 
dishonesty.”

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SMALL PLANE LOST 
IN FOG DISRUPTS 
TRAFFIC AT AIRPORT 


Operations at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field were halted for about two 
hours last night as airport offi- 
cials attempted to réach by radio 
the pilot of a single-engine plane 
lost in a heavy fog, which reduced 
the ceiling to less than 500 feet.

The confession, put into evi- 
dence Thursday despite defense 
counsel objections that it had 
been made under duress, was at- 
tacked today in cross-examination 
of Capt. Hoagland. 

Hoagland, under questioning by 
Cecil Block, said he was present 
at the Ruskin avenue station Nov. 
16 at two interrogations of Reese 
in connection with the Windsor 
Hotel holdup and the attempted 
holdup of a liquor store a few 
hours later. Reese and a com- 
panion were arrested at the store. 

Reese made an oral statement 
between 11 p.m. and midnight, 
and Hoagland left the station at 
midnight, the officer testified. He 
acknowledged that any confession 
signed and dated Nov. 16 would 
be in error. 

Defense counsel Cecil Block 
then handed Hoagland the writ- 
ten confession, and the officer 
read aloud the date on it — 
Nov. 16. 

Detective Sgt. Frank Ruff of 
the police department’s labora- 
tory staff testified for nearly four 
hours yesterday. He told the 
jury the bullet which killed the 
hotel clerk, Krieger, had been 
fired from the Luger automatic 
pistol which Reese admitted 
carrying the night of the murder. 

Markings on the steel-jacketed 
slugs recovered at the scene cor- 
responded with those on test bul- 
lets fired from Reese’s pistol at 
the police laboratory, he testified.

A Trend, and a Big Job 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


As a country dweller and admirer of 
the 4-H clubs and the valuable work 
done by the young members, it is dis- 
couraging to learn, particularly during 
Brotherhood Week, that 330,000 Negro 
4-H members in 17 Southern states 
were denied their democratic right to 
participate in the National 4H Club 
Congress at Chicago. . 

From North Carolina, for example, 
28 white boys and girls attended the 
Congress, all expenses paid, and repre- 
sented 130,000 club members. This fig- 
ure, however, included 45,000 Negroes— 
not permitted to compete! 

On the other hand, it is encouraging 
to read that the Fort Bragg School for 
the children of Army personnel is a 
non-segregated school, whose staff is 
pledged to democratic teaching, co-op- 
eration, development of leadership in 
both Negroes and whites, and other 
goals toward the advancement of a true 
democracy, free of prejudice and racial 
discrimination. This mature and en- 
lightened program has already proved 
itself successful. 

And there are other heartening 
trends toward a genuine brotherhood 
in our country, including the once 
Solid South. They are expressed in 
the acceptance of Negroes in law, medi- 
cine, education, industry, and other 
fields. Latest surveys show that more 
progress has been made in the last 10 
years toward equality and the ending 
of discrimination than in the previous 
30 years. 

But there are trends toward regres- 
sion, too, in the form of hate and bru- 
tality—terrifying in their fascist expres- 
sion: the Christmas murders at Mims, 
Fla., the nearby acts of terror and vio- 
lence. at Cairo, Ill. Yet for the first 
time in history, whites and Negroes sat 
together in concert halls at Miami and 
Jacksonville, Fla., to hear the concert 
star, Marian Anderson. And nearby in 

‘Fast St. Louis there are no longer seg- 
regated public schools. 

Yet there remains the lurking threat 
ef the fascist few to divide and con- 
quer the democratic many—unless we 
continue the progressive trend to equal- 
ity of opportunity for all. Let us work 
to make the trend a permanent demo- 
cratic reality! And let us remember— 
there’s still a big job to do!

A sound expressway plan is therefore an 
item of urgent business for St. Louis. Does the 
city have one? : 

As a matter of fact, the city has two express- 
way plans. It has the expressway portion of the 
official city plan, which has been adopted by 
the Board of Aldermen as a guide to all public 
improvements. It also has the expressway plan 
recently drawn up by Malcolm Elliott on the 
basis of a joint city-state-federal study dealing 
with highways alone. 

This is one plan too many. As we have pointed 
out before, the two plans must be reconciled, and 
the result should fit into the master plan for 
the city as a whole. It would be the worst kind 
of municipal housekeeping to develop a master 
plan and then ignore it when the chance comes 
to proceed with the expressway portion of it. 


There are important conflicts between the 
expressway routes proposed by the official city 
plan and those proposed by Mr. Elliott. In at 
least one respect the Elliott plan appears highly 
questionable. 

This is the proposal for bringing Highway 40 
into the city over a route which would terminate 
at Twelfth and Franklin, with a possible second 
terminus at Twelfth and Clark. This expressway 
would carry not only city and suburban traffic 
fed into it along the route, but also heavy truck 
traffic and Interstate passenger traffic. 

What is going to happen to congestion in 
downtown St. Louis if traffic like that is dumped 
on surface streets which are already clogged? 
Would such an expressway relieve congestion, as 
Mr. Kriz says he wants to do, or intensify it? 

Questions of this sort ought to be threshed 
out before, not after, the expressways are built. 
They can be settled without undue delay of con- 
struction if there is a will to settle them. Let’s 
build expressways, but let’s build expressways 
that will solve the city’s problems, not create 
new ones. 
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In America as in Russia? 

When the Russian press takes out after the 
Stalinabad public library because its catalogue 
still lists books about Tito, ‘“‘the despicable rene- 
gade and lackey of American imperialism,” and 
other characters, not to mention ideas, not 100 
per cent in conformity with the latest dogmas 
of Kremlin orthodoxy, we are properly shocked 
all over again by the low estate of freedom and 
intelligence in the Soviet Union. 

But it might be well to save at least a little 
of our indignation for similar efforts at thought 
control here in the United States. For example, 
Representative Harold Velde, a Republican from 
Pekin, Ill., wants the Library of Congress to 
sift every one of its more than 9,000,000 books 
to find those which may be subversive. Lists of 
the offending volumes then are to be sent to 
libraries all over the country. Velde’s bill to 
force this action does not say so, but we ‘sup- 
pose that after the lists are received bonfires are 
to be started in front of all libraries. 

Mr. Velde, a former high school coach and 
FBI agent, seems to have a lower than average 
opinion of the good sense and loyalty of Ameri- 
can readers. He may even be the type which sus- 
pects all people who read books. Such readers 
are likely to be thinkers; and they may think 
that their own liberties are threatened if ideas 
such as those of the gentleman from Pekin are 
allowed to spread. They may not see much dif- 
ference between Mr.” Velde’s proposed library 
purge and the one in Stalinabad. 

But when proposals of this sort can be serious- 
ly put before the Congress, more than a laugh 
is in order. Maybe somebody ought to take Mr. 
Velde aside and introduce him to the Declara- 
tion of Independence and the Bill of Rights. Or 
would he immediately denounce those docu- 
ments as subversive?

Why Not a Veto? 

Gov. Smith has held up signing the congres- 
sional redistricting bill. There was little like- 
lihood that the bill could take effect in time for 
this year’s elections even if he had signed it. 
For the Republicans intended to demand a ref- 
erendum. This would force the election of Con- 
gressmen at large instead of by districts. 

Those are the practical reasons for withhold- 
ing the signature. But it should have been 
enough for the Governor to realize that the bill 
concocted by his party in the Legislature was a 
bad bill. It was a strictly partisan effort to 
protect nine of the 11 new districts for the 
Democrats. It short-changed urban voters by 
giving them less representation than in the out- 
state districts. 

Unfortunately the Governor does not say he 
will veto this bill. He says he will sign it if the 
Democrats and Republicans do not agree on a 
substitute. This puts little pressure on the 
Democratic majority to revise the measure. And 
if it is intended to put pressure on the Republi- 
cans, it is not likely to succeed. They can al- 
ways demand a referendum. 

Gov. Smith would do much better to say 
plainly that he will yeto the gerrymander and 
call on the legislators to produce a good bill. 
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Chicago’s Criminal Politics 
Chicago has the reputation of a jaded city, 
but it has mustered a good deal of civic indigna- 
tion over the murder of a Republican ward 
leader earlier this month. Committees have met, 
rewards have been posted, investigations have 


been started, loud resolutions of civic virtue 
have been uttered. 


Nonetheless and notwithstanding, the killers 
of Charles Gross have not been found. What is 
more, two other candidates for Republican com- 
mitteemen in the West Side Thirty-first ward 
have withdrawn from the race. Apparently they 
were scared stiff. What Gross got for challeng- 
ing the hoodlum elements which have deter- 
mined to run the Thirty-first ward Republican 
organization, coupled with direct threats against 
themselves, was enough to persuade them that 
politics was something to be retired from.

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German Troops for the West 

Secretary Acheson and the American delega- 
tion which he heads at Lisbon have brought off 
an achievement which is rightly described as a 
diplomatic triumph. Without solving either the 
problem of German membership in NATO or 
that of French security, the Americans have led 
the way in providing for a European army with 
German soldiers in it. 

Without dissent the 14 NATO countries have 
approved the establishment of a continental 
army, as distinguished from the NATO forces, 
which would include American and British units 
as well. The continental army, as now approved, 
would consist of soldiers from France, Italy, Bel- 
gium, Holland, Luxembourg and Germany. This 
European army, supplemented by NATO forces, 
including those of the two new members, Tur- 
key and Greece, now becomes the plan of de- 
fense against possible Communist aggression 
westward across Europe. , 

To use Gen. Eisenhower’s figure, these bones 
still have little in the way of sinews on them. 
But the skeleton is on the way to filling out. 
German participation must be planned and ar- 


ranged with greatest care. To revive a German . 


military machine, which could turn west again 
as predecessors did in 1870, 1914 and 1940, would 
be the sheerest folly. 

Let those who carry out the Lisbon agreement 
keep that always in mind. Ratifications by the 
parliaments of NATO countries all will be based 
on the firm expectation of a safe and sane use 
of German troops. |

Strictly for St. Louisans 

The 18 St. Louisans in the Missouri House 
can perform a real service for their city by forc- 
ing speedy consideration and passage of the St. 
Louis public school unit control bill. Since it ap- 
plies solely to the system here, the fate of the 
measure in the House depends on the push it 
gets from the St. Louis delegation. 

Strong community support of the bill, which 
would streamline school administration for great- 
er efficiency, was demonstrated to the 12 St. 
Louis Representatives attending the “night 
school” meeting on it. The legislators ought to 
have come away frdm that gathering with the 
conviction the measure was both good and neces- 
sary. 

One hopeful sign is the statement of Repre- 
sentative A. Clifford Jones of St. Louis County, 
co-sponsor of,the House bill with Representative 
Fred Ray Columbo of St. Louis. “You have my 
guarantee,” Mr. Jones said, “that if this bill is 
barbecued in the House the way it was in the 
Senate, I'll withdraw it and throw it in the 
wastebasket.” 

That sounds like the language of a man who 
means business. It is a far cry from the flim- 
flam artistry and double-talk of Senator David 
A. Hess, who killed the proposal in the Senate. 
We hope Mr. Jones’ determination generates 
similar attitudes among the St. Louisans. After 
all, their constituents are the ones who will 
benefit. 


Slashing Burial Expenses 
Efforts of six CIO and AFL unions in St. 
Louis to cut funeral costs for their members de- 
serve more than passing attention. For the move- 
ment indicates forcefully that leaders of these 
local unions think burial charges in St. Louis 
are out of line—and way out of line at that! 


Joseph Kirby, business agent of the Casket 
Workers’ Local 187, says the average funeral 
bill here runs about $825. The union men, in- 
cluding Mr. Kirby, hope to devise a plan to slash 
the cost by $300 to $500. That would represent 
reductions of about 37 to 60 per cent! 


The union leaders are examining two possibili- 
ties. One involves formation of a co-operative 
like that operated by the United Mine Workers’ 
Local 1111 in the West Frankfort area. This is a 
unique enterprise that has helped the grief- 
stricken mining families in their hour of need. 
The other possibility involves formulation of 
low-cost working agreements with existing un- 
dertaking firms, 

In either case, the aim is the same—to help 
union members stretch burial funds. If the high 
hopes of Mr. Kirby and his fellows are realized, 
a sizable benefit can accrue to the widows and 
orphans of union members, and perhaps even to 
the community at large. This would be well 
worth all the effort it may take to bring it about.

Most citizens—if not most politicians— 
will consider Newbold Morris innocent un- 
til proved guilty. 

Most citizens—if not most politicians— 
will rightly assume that Mr. Morris, an 
independent Republican brought up in the 
LaGuardia school of clean government, 
is intent upon doing a constructive, fear- 
less, heads-up job of bringing federal 
wrongdoing into the open until it is proved 
that he isn’t. 

Mr. Morris is beginning his assignment 
under the most difficult circumstances. He 
deserves the oppor- 
tunity to show that 
he has the courage 
and the stamina and 
the skill to carry 
through before he is 
condemned with po- 
litical epithets — or 
buried with political 
epitaphs. 

This is a campaign 
year. While most 
politicians cannot re- 
strain themselves 
from reaching for 
invective instead of 
fact, most § citizens 
can refrain from be- 
ing overimpressed by invective until the 
facts have been established; that is, until 
Mr. Morris has had a chance to prove by 
performance whether he has the quali- 
fications and the will to do his part of the 
much-needed cleanup job. 

It needs to be borne in mind that there 
are some Republican politicians who want 
to discredit Mr. Morris before he has even 
begun, who do not want the probing and 
the purging of the Federal Government to 
be really successful for fear it will rob 
them of a winning campaign issue. 

It needs to be borne in mind that there 
are some Democratic politicians who want 
to thwart Mr. Morris before he gets very 
far, who do not want the investigation to 
be honest and uninhibited for fear it will 
enmesh the Administration in so much 
scandal it will give the opposition a win- 
ning campaign issue. 

This is why Harold Ickes, whose per- 
sonal integrity was unsmirched and whose 
knowledge of the operations of govern- 
ment was vast and never cynical, warned 
the public, in the last columin he wrote 
before he passed on, to be on the alert 
against the political tendencies of both 
political parties when it comes to the cor- 
ruption issue. 

Most persons, whether they voted Dem- 
ocratic or Republican in the past, want 
Mr. Morris to expose and prosecute every 
instance of corruption and bad ethics and 
impropriety in government even if it bu- 
ries the Administration in an avalanche 
of disgust. 

Most: persons, regardless of party affili- 
ation, would like to see the promised 
cleanup so scorching and so complete and

evil officials so routed from the federal 
service that the issue of corruption could 
be reduced to its proper proportions in 
the. 1952 election. 

This is the assignment which Mr. Mor- 
ris will need to take, if it hasn’t been giv- 
en to him. 

He is going. to have a hard enough time 
fulfilling it without the politicians break- 
ing out of their glass houses to attack him 
before he has started. At the very least, 
he merits a reservation of judgment until 
he has had time to show by action wheth- 
er he is going to match promise with per- 
formance. He deserves nothing less. 


President Truman said he was going to 
create a nonpartisan commission of ex- 
perienced and distinguished private citi- 
zens to investigate and prosecute, federal 
wrongdoers and confirmed the appoint- 
ment of Judge Thomas F. Murphy to head 
it. The project fell through. 

The President, firing Attorney General 
Howard McGrath's assistant in charge of 
tax prosecutions without consulting Mr. 
McGrath, later canvassed the field for an- 
other Attorney General. He failed to find 
what he wanted, decided he didn’t want 
to appoint whom he found, or bowed to 
pressure from Mr. McGrath, and the proj- 
ect of replacing Mr. McGrath fell through. 

Mr. Truman then determined that, as 
chief enforcement officer of the Govern- 
ment, Mr. McGrath was the man to take 
“continued drastic action” against federal 
corruption—wherever necessary, as he 
said. 


Now Mr. Morris is Mr. M 
cial cleanup assistant and ha 
fice a matter of hours. 

In the wake of these developments and 
as a subordinate to Mr. McGrath, Mr. Mor- 
ris may find some locked doors or some 
locked records or some would-be intimida- 
tions and no-trespassing signs along his 
path. 

But Mr. Morris’s record in dealing with 
matters of this kind does not suggest that 
he is intimidated easily or that no-tres- 
passing hints necessarily will deter him. 

As The Christian Science Monitor’s New 
York bureau has reported, Mr. Morris was 
publishing information about New York 
gangsters long before the Senate Crime 
Investigating Committee appeared on the 
scene. And in his 1949 campaign for 
Mayor, he named Frank Costello as the 
real boss of the city and said that because 
of his power “every mobster, every extor- 
tioner, every bookmaker feels safe as long 
as O'Dwyer is in City Hall.” 

Mr. O’Dwyer was given the balm of an 
ambassadorial appointment to Mexico by 
President Truman, but he was given no 
balm by Mr. Morris. , 

Those who know him best believe Mr. 
Morris will insist upon the necessary free- 
dom of action to do his job fully and fear- 
lessly—or he will throw it back in the 
President's lap. 
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It Really Is Hot U» There 


From Science News Letter 


The earth’s atmosphere is bigger—and 
hotter—than has previously been esti- 
mated. 

Scientists of a non-profit organization 
doing research for government agencies, 
the Rand Corporation, have put together 
all the scientific information about the 
earth’s atmosphere. 

Here are some of the startling facts their 
research has indicated: 

The earth’s atmosphere extends to a 
distance of 10,000 to 15,000 miles out from 
the surface of the earth. 

From 400 miles out on to the outer 
reaches of the atmosphere, there is a uni- 
form temperature of some 4000 degrees 
Fahrenheit. This, despite the fact that at 
some 50 miles from the earth the temper- 
ature is about 50 degrees below zero 
Fahrenheit. 

Ten thousand miles above the earth, the 
atmosphere has a pressure 1,000,000,000,- 


000,000,000 (a billion billion) times small- 
er than it is at sea level. Best man-made 
vacuum pumps do not approach this low 


ssure. 
“a beyond the atmosphere, outer space 
is filled with highly rarefied hydrogen gas 
at a temperature of 18,000 degrees Fahren- 
heit. 

Gases in the atmosphere are pretty much 
the same at 200 miles as they are on the 
surface, largely nitrogen and oxygen. 
Above 200 miles the nitrogen increases 
until an altitude of 2000 to 3000 miles is 
reached. Here the atmosphere is mainly 
nitrogen. Above 4000 miles altitude, how- 
ever, the nitrogen decreases rapidly. 

At some 10,000 miles above the earth, 
where the pressure is many times less 
than that in any vacuum pump, there are 

atoms in air per cubic 


Between Book Ends 


Amorous W hirligigs 
NELL GWYN, ROYAL MISTRESS, by John H. Wilson. 
(Pellegrini PY Cudahy, 30? pgs., $4.)

In the preface to his last great comedy, 
George Bernard Shaw said that the “sor- 
did facts of Charles II’s reign and his Solo- 
monic polygamy” were intolerably stale: 
“The spectacle of Charles sitting with his 
arm around Nell Gwyn’s waist, or with 
Moll Davis sitting on his knee, with the 
voluptuous termagant Castlemaine raging 
in the background, has no interest for me, 
if it ever had for any grown-up person.” 
He brought Nelly, Castlemaine and an- 
other of Charles’ mistresses on the stage 
“to relieve the intellectual tension,” but 
he invented some wonderfully lively Sha- 
vian lines for them to speak. 

Prof. Wilson, being an honest his- 
torian, has not invented dialogue for his 
heroine. Although her contemporaries 
agreed that she was witty, they seldom 
recorded any examples of that wit, and 
whatever snatches of her conversations 
have come drifting down the centuries to 
us do little to prove them right. Her lat- 
est biographer has zealously garnered these 
examples, but they are mostly as flat as 
the quotations in last month’s gossip col- 
umns. Alas, we are too late in time to 
hear Nell saying her “graceful things... 
with such an air, so gay,” with irresistible 
gestures and with laughter in her eyes. 

And the Restoration period itself! Sure- 
ly it was not only because of the puritani- 
cal streak in Shaw that he found no pleas- 
ure in the amorous whirligigs of the Stu- 
art Court, and when he wrote a play 
about Charles made it interesting and 
fresh by writing about what might have 
happened to Charles but did not. Prof. 
Wilson perforce confines his study to 
what did happen at the court which, al- 
though it included a few exceptional in- 
dividuals, was mostly a dull and vicious 
place, housing a set of petty ruffians and 
belaced and bewigged guttersnipes whose 
humor was brutal and whose lives were 
a meaningless muddle of waste, corrup- 
tion and lechery. 

In comparison with the rest of* this 
rout, Nell Gwynn was a paragon of loy- 


.alty and virtue, loving only one man at a 


time, less mercenary and far more honest 
than her competitors. Her success story— 
the rise from the slums of Covent Garden 
to the mansions of Windsor—is told in a 
straightforward unexciting fashion by 
Prof. Wilson, who furnishes a wealth 
of detail about his principal subject— 
what cosmetics she used, what she paid 
her servants, how much,.it eost to feed her 
horses—and a helpful background of the 
political, military, social and theatrical 
history of the Restoration era.

The array of celebrities whose photo- 
graphs confront you on the jacket of this 
book—President Truman, King Peter of 
Yugoslavia, Prince Philip and others—are 
but a sampling of the notables who stud 
these gossipy pages.

LOST AT SYMPHONY 


‘Alexander Uninsky Plays 
Same Composition as in 
1943 Debut Here.

Alexander Uninsky, the Rus- 
sian-born pianist, returned to St. 
Louis yesterday to appear as 
‘goloist with the St. Louis Sym- 
‘phony Orchestra at yesterday aft- 
ternoon’s concert in Kiel Audi- 
torium. As it happened he played 
the same composition as in his 
1943 debut with this orchestra, 
the Prokofieff Concerto No. 3 in 
C Major. 

The nine-year interval hasn't 
dulled the cutting edge of a work 
that combines a hobble-de-hoy 
grotesqueness with delicate sen- 
timent, and that is as “well made” 
as any concerto in the literature. 
Uninsky made it all sound a little 
less sardonic than the score 
would seem to justify. Even so 
he gave a persuasive, alert per- 
formance in which the sound was 
rich and healthy, the articulation 
was clean, and the tempos with 
their several modifications were 
wholly just. The demands on 
sheer manual dexterity were con- 
siderable, and the soloist met the 
test of skill with an accommodat- 
ing virtuosity. 

The orchestra under Conductor 
Viadimir Golschmann reflected 
the spirit of the work admirably. 
Co-ordination with the soloist 
was off at times but wasn’t both- 
ersome. 

Uninsky played Debussy’s “Re- 
flets dans L’Eau” as an encore. 

In the first half of the pro- 
gram Conductor Golschmann and 
the orchestra gave a performance 
of Beethoven’s “Pastoral’’ Sym- 
phony that was a triumph of taste 
and judgment. It was in no way 
“sensational” as the word is or- 
dinarily used; no climaxes were 
forced, no inner voices were sud- 
denly underscored, no tricks of 
dynamics were employed. The 
performance had an easy lyrical 
flow, finely adjusted chordal bal- 
ances, consistent transparency 
and a warm texture. The rela- 
tive lightness of its impact 
showed a deep perception of its 
character in comparison with the 
other Beethoven symphonies. 

Albert Tipton, the accomplished 
first flutist of the orchestra also 
made a solo appearance during 
the concert in Howard Hanson’s 
Serenade for Flute, Harp and 
String Orchestra. The music was 
pleasant, if not partioularly ar- 
resting and Tipton played it 
smoothly. 

The concert, which will be re- 
peated tonight, was opened with 
a muscular performance of Bee- 
thoven’s “Overture to Prome- 
¢heus.”

Poverty, not Communism, is the 
real enemy of world peace, Roger 
N. Baldwin, board chairman of the 
American Civil Liberties Union, 


said here last night. 


The United States is too much 
concerned with being apti-Com- 
munist and not enough with be- 
ing pro-democracy, he said, ad- 
dressing a political workshop 
sponsored by the St. Louis chap- 
ter of Americans for Democratic 
Action at Bishop Tuttle Memorial, 
1210 Locust street. 

Baldwin, a former St. Louisan, 
declared that this country’s ac- 
tions do not jibe with its profes- 


sions of support of the United Na- 
tions. The United States is by- 
passing the U.N., he said, in its 
arms program, construction of 
overseas bases and mutual secur- 
ity pacts. 

Communism {is capitalizing on 
poverty in underdeveloped parts 
of Asia and Africa, he said.

KARACHI, Pakistan. 

HE flight from Lydda, Israel, 
T to Karachi was begun while 

it still was almost dark. But 
as light dawned we saw the Dead 
sea below us and then the desert 
and, after a long time the Per- 
sian gulf. The colors of the sun- 
rise were beautiful. 

At 3:30 in the afternoon we 
circled Karachi and it looked like 
a city built right on the sands 
but the port is a very fine one. 
I discovered a little later on that, 
while Karachi is now the capital 
of Pakistan, 100 years ago it was 
a fishing port. 

Population ‘figures are some- 
what startling. 
had 359,492 people; today its 
population is 1,226,000. I gather 
these figures are approximate be- 
cause the sudden rise in 1952 is 
due to a shift in population since 
the partition and represents a 
large number of refugees. 
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ON OUR ARRIVAL at the air- 
port I found Begum Husain Malik, 
the daughter of the governor- 
general, there to greet me. Also 
on hand were a great many mem- 
bers of various women’s organiza- 
tions as well as government offi- 
cials and our own embassy 
representatives. 

After shaking hands with every- 
one, we mounted.a stand on a

Right Way 
To Prepare 
Shirred Eggs 


By Edith M. Barber 


HAT is the right way to 
make shirred eggs? And 
why are they givefi this 
aame?” That's a question that 
came from a reader. The first 
part is easy to answer, but the 
second baffles me and several 
other food authorities whom I was 
curious enough to consult on this 
important question. 

Neither English nor French 
dictionaries given any definition 
of this term. In fact, the latter 
ignore it completely. Eggs en 
cocette correspond to the Ameri- 
ean shirred eggs. Even James 
Beard, the well-known author of 
cook books, is as puzzled as I am 
about how this term originated. 
In any case, almost all cook book 
writers agree that “egg shirrers” 
or individual baking dishes well 
buttered, are used. 

Each egg is broken carefully 
into the dish, and seasored. The 
dishes are then arranged-on a 
cookie dish and baked in the oven 
until) firm. I like to add butter 
before baking. 

Variations are made by cover- 
ing the bottom and the sides with 
fine crums and then coverin2 
the eggs with buttered crumbs 
before. baking. Sometimes, the 
eggs are sprinkled with heavy 
cream, or small sausages or bacon 
strips may be arranged on top. 
Other variations are made by 
covering the eggs with different 
types of sauces and the dish will 
take its name from thc pua.tic.lar 
sauce used. “Mornay” indicates 
a cheese sauce, “Florentine” a 
sauce flavored with spinach, and 
“Soubise” with onion. 

Moderate temperature should 
be used with all kinds of baked 
eggs, and six to eight minutes 
is time enough for the eggs to 
set, unless they are covered with 
a sauce. Then, it will take a 
little longer. é 

Shirred Eggs With Cream. 

Butter small individual baking 
dishes. Break an egg in each. 
Sprinkle with salt and pepper, 
and cover with cream. Top, if 
desired, with buttered crumbs, or 
sprinkle with paprika. Bake in 
moderate oven (350 degrees F.) 
six to eight minutes, until white

Cover eggs with cheese sauce. 
Sprinkle with more grated cheese. 
For six eggs, allow one cup cream 
sauce. Bake eight to 10 minutes. 

Eggs Florentine. 


Put one tablespoon well-sea- 
soned cooked, chopped spinach in 
each baking dish, and sprinkle 
with grated cheese. Add eggs, 
and one tablespcon cream for 
each egg.

HE other day a 9-year-old girl 
asked me this question: 
“Why do we have leap 
years?” 

With Leap Yedr’s day close at 
hand, many other persons prob- 
ably are wondering about the 
same point, 

The answer, in short, is that 
we must have leap years to keep 
oo calendar from getting out of 

e. 
A year is the time it takes the 
earth to make a complete trip 
around the sun. This is 365 days 
and almost one-fourth of a day 
extra. 

Let us suppose that we forgot 
about that extra part of a day, 
and always had 365-day years. 
In a century, that would make a 
difference of about three and a 
half weeks. In eight centuries, 
the difference would amount to 
more than half a year! People 
then would have to celebrate 
Christmas in July! 

In ancient times, some men 
knew that the true year has a 
bit more than 365 — 
used to correct their calendars 
from time to time, to keep the 
months in the proper season. 

Julius Caesar, ruler of the an-

cient Romans, ordered a calendar 
to be followed with every fourth 
year having an extra day: After 
that, people spoke about the “Ju- 
lian Calendar.” 

Everything would have gone 
along fine except for this fact: the 
true year has just a little less 
than one-fourth of a day extra. 
That small difference added up 
to 10 days during the 16 cen- 
turies after Caesar. Two Italian 
scientists — Lilius and Clavius— 
did a great deal of work to fig- 
ure out a better calendar, and 
this was adopted. The new plan 
was named the Gregorian Cal- 
endar because it was appfoved, 
and ordered inside a certain area, 
by Pope Gregory XIII. 

The Gregorian Calendar has an 
extra day once in four years, ex- 
cept that it is left out during 
some of the “century years.” 
When the new calendar was adopt- 
ed in Italy, people went to sleep 
in the evening of what they 
called the fourth day of October, 
and woke up on what was called 


y| the fifteenth of October! This 


may sound as though they slept 
for 10 and a half days, but the 
trouble came from “losing” 10 
calendar days. 
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
